SIXTY LIVES LOST. 


\Vroclc of u Brlllwli Guitboat on t.io 


Irl«li Count. 


LONDON, ^cpt. 24,—A dispatch has been 


received stating that tho British gunboat 
Wasp stnick a roc!: on Tory island, off tho 
northwest'coast or Ireland, county Donegal, 
and wont to tho bottom almost instantly. 
There 
was not 
a 
moment's 
warning 


of the impending danger, and of all Uioso 
aboard only four succeeded in reaching the 
shore. All the rest perished in the sunken 
vissol or wero dragged to their grave.; by 
tho angry waves stirred up by tho sudden 
downward plunge of tho fated ship. Her 
crow numborod seventy-throe persor^. Eight 
fishery commissioners had been aboard her 
but landed boforo tho disaster occurred. 


Tho British man-of-war Valiant has gone 


to Tory island to render assistance and ob- 
tain details of tho wreck. Tho weather was 
hazy when she struck. About 3 o'clock the 
oillcer of tho watch ordered Bails sot for the 
purpose of steadying tho boat, as u. lumpy sea 
wan ou. His orders were being carried out, 
when tho Wusp, which was greatly out of 
her course, suddenly and without the slight- 
est warning struck upon a rock, The vessel 
robounded into deep water. It was found u pon 
examination that a gaping hole had been 
made in tho bow and it would be impossible 
for her to keep afloat. 
Six of tbo cruw who 


escaped did so by clinging to tho wreckage, 
from which thoy wero picked up by fishing- 
boats. Tho Wasp foundered about forty- 
foot from tho lighthouse. Her masts won 
visible above water. The survivors when 
rescued wero terribly exhausted. 
Thoy 


wero taken to tho lighthouse, where they 
still remain. Tho sea botwoon the light- 
house and mainland is very rough, and com- 
munication with tho former Is almost im- 
possible.

Tht-y 
have three children living, two boys and 
a little girl, and the motive for the crime 
is supposed to Luvo been a desire to got 
rid of tile unwelcome little one as an in- 
curnbc-nmuo m their poverty-stricken 
home. TIio husband is lazy and shift- 
iest, but the women aeemed to have been 
industrious, and to nave cone out wash- 
ing to support tbo family, Tbo child 
died iu tto night, and next morning the 
woman went out to work for a family in 
the city, but saul nothing about the small 
corpse at home to any one. That night 
the body was nailed up in a rade box 
ol fence boards and at three o'clock 
on tho following morning was buried in 
a shallow hole dug in the garden, and all 
traces of tho exact spot obliterated by 
hoeing up the ground for some distance 
about it. Tho suspicious of tho neigh- 
bors were aroused by tho actions of the 
woman and tha authorities were inform- 
ed, 
and utt3r first saying that tho 


child was buried in tha cemetery the 
woman pointed out tho grave in tbo gar- 
den.

Chicago chemist found iu the contend Of 
tho stomach, and produced upon tho trial 
arsenic onongh to kill a man.
